Thank you to you and your governor for signing the USMCA support letter signed by all Republican governors! The 
President and Vice President very much appreciate the engagement, and although we know there is more work to do, 
we are encouraged by the strong drum beat of support which you made stronger and louder today. 

USMCA Update: Today, President Donald J. Trump is meeting with Canadian Prime Minister Justin Trudeau (here is a 
new fact sheet on our vital economic ties and close alliance with Canada).

Governors 

Letter from 28 State Governors: "As governors, we support smart and strategic trade 
agreements that promote economic growth in our states and expand opportunities for our 
workers, farmers, and manufacturers. Nearly 25 years after the passage of the North American 
Free Trade Agreement, it is time to update our trade policies with two of our most critical 
trading partners. The United States-Mexico-Canada Agreement (USMCA) is a comprehensive, 
21st Century trade agreement that protects workers across the nation, establishes a level 
playing field among the United States and our partners, and encourages free and fair trade." 

Former Governor Tom Vilsack (D-IA): "Having this agreement pass creates optimism, creates 
hopefulness about the future, which is really important, which is incredibly important for 
agriculture and for the food industry, to have that optimism that things are going to be better. 
This isn't about giving President Trump a victory. It's about giving the farmers in this room a 
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victory," Vilsack said. "It's about giving all the people who are connected to the food and 
agriculture industry a victory. It's about giving the American economy a victory." 

Former Governor Tom Corbett (R-PA): "There is clearly much on the line for Pennsylvania when 
it comes to a new trade deal with Canada and Mexico. Over 42,000 jobs rely on trade with 
Mexico and Canada and this deal will allow for the creation of even more export-related jobs 
here in Pennsylvania. That's why passing a new deal must be about jobs, not a political party's 
agenda. Members on both sides of the aisle need to work together to get this passed as soon as 
possible." 

Former Governor Jim Hodges (D-SC) and Former Governor George Allen (R-VA): "Although we 
affiliate with different political parties, one thing that should always bring us together is the 
opportunity to secure and preserve American prosperity. That's why we're coming together, 
having served as governors from different states and different parties, in support of the United 
States-Mexico-Canada trade agreement. [...] Congress should proceed with a robust debate on 
the agreement as soon as possible. We must end the trade and tariff disputes that are harming 
American farmers and most manufacturing workers, as well as leading to many higher prices for 
American consumers. No agreement is perfect, but—as the two of us know—good compromise 
is found when both sides cede on some things, come out from their corners and meet in the 
middle. We need lawmakers from both sides of the aisle to come together and ratify the United 
States-Mexico-Canada trade agreement to secure the future of our states and the future of our 
country." 

Former Governor Howard Dean (D-VT): "Or consider how USMCA would boost wages for 
workers in the auto industry, which supports over 7 million U.S. jobs. To receive duty-free 
treatment under USMCA, 75 percent of a vehicle's value must originate in North America, up 
from the current 62.5 percent requirement under NAFTA. This change would create more jobs 
at auto-parts suppliers. USMCA also requires nearly half of all car parts to be made by workers 
earning at least $16 an hour. That provision would ensure American manufacturing workers 
earn strong wages. This deal has the strongest labor provisions of any U.S. trade agreement in 
history. It requires all three countries to protect labor rights recognized by the International 
Labor Organization. It also makes it easier for Mexican workers to form unions and collectively 
bargain. That'll help American workers by raising wages and benefits in Mexico - thereby 
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making it less attractive for U.S. companies to shift production and operations to our southern 
neighbor." 

Former Governor Gary Locke (D-WA): "Congress will soon vote on the United States-Mexico- 
Canada Agreement (USMCA), a landmark trade pact finalized by all three nations last 
November," former Democratic Governor of Washington Gary Locke writes. USMCA is a 
"historic win for workers," Locke says. "It would guarantee fairer pay through wage 
requirements, ensure safe working environments, and strengthen workers' rights to unionize 
for better benefits." 

Letter from State Lieutenant Governors: "As lieutenant governors, one of our main 
responsibilities is to promote economic growth, and under the new provisions renegotiated in 
the USMCA, we believe this agreement will benefit all our states and improve trade conditions 
for the business community ... We believe the USMCA deal provides American workers and 
farmers with the necessary protections and framework for robust economic growth in the 21st 
century. We urge the passage of this trade deal and remain able and ready to promote its 
achievements."

Salute to America, a Fourth of July Celebration 

Background and Additional Information 

“There is no more appropriate place to celebrate the anniversary of American independence than among the 
Nation’s monuments on the National Mall and the memorials to the service men and women who have 
defended the United States for the past 243 years,” said U.S. Secretary of the Interior David Bernhardt. “For 
the first time in many years, the World War II Memorial and areas around the Reflecting Pool will be open for 
the public to enjoy a stunning fireworks display and an address by our Commander-in-Chief. We are excited to 
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open these new areas so that more visitors may experience this year’s Independence Day celebration in onr 
nation’s capital.” 

Salute to America will honor each of the nation’s five service branches with music, military demonstrations, 
flyovers and much more. Participants include the Old Guard Fife and Drum Corps, the U.S. Army Band 
(“Pershing’s Own”), the Armed Forces Chorus, the United States Marine Corps Silent Drill Team, and many 
others. 

Additionally, this year for the first time in recent memory, the Lincoln Memorial Reflecting Pool, the World 
War II Memorial and Constitution Gardens will each be accessible and available as a location from which to 
view the fireworks. These prime viewing areas are now outside of the fireworks safety zone due to the fireworks 
launch site being moved from the Reflecting Pool to West Potomac Park. The change of locations also means 
that the Signers of the Declaration of Independence Memorial will be accessible to the public on Independence 
Day. In previous years it had been closed due to the old fireworks safety zone. 

The National Mall is home to more than a dozen memorials that commemorate great Americans and 
significant events in our nation’s history and hosts one of the nation’s largest Fourth of July celebrations. In 
addition to Salute to America, this year’s events include the National Independence Day Parade; A Capitol 
Fourth, the annual star-studded concert on the West Lawn of the Capitol; and a spectacular fireworks display.

REMARKS BY PRESIDENT TRUMP 

AT PRESENTATION OF THE PRESIDENTIAL MEDAL OF FREEDOM 

TO JERRY WEST

4:50 P.M. EDT 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, thank you very much for coming today. It's 
my privilege to award our nation^s highest civilian honor, the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, to a remarkable man, Jerry 
West. Jerry, I'd like to congratulate you on this tremendous 
achievement. And congratulations to your 
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’family. Congratulations, Jerry. Fantastic. (Applause.) 

We're delighted to be joined by Jerry's wife Karen and their 
wonderful family. And — thank you very much, everybody. Look 
at that family, huh? You did a good job. It’s beautiful. 


We're also pleased to have with us Senator Joe Manchin and 
Governor Jim Justice — two terrific people. Jim? Thank 
you. Stand up, Jim — (applause) — in case they can't see 
you. Now you can see him. That's great. Great to have 
you. Joe, thank you very much. Thank you both for being 
here. They're busy. They're very busy people, and I think we're 
going to meet on a certain subject later on, Joe. And that's 
good. 


Jerry was born in Chelyan, West Virginia, in 1938, the fifth of 
six children. He grew up hiking in the woods, fishing in the 
clear water, and exploring the beautiful mountains of West 
Virginia — a great, great state. I shouldn't say this, Joe, but 
I won it by 43 points. 


SENATOR MANCHIN: Yes, you did. I remember that. 


THE PRESIDENT: That's a lot. 


SENATOR MANCHIN: I remember it well. 

THE PRESIDENT: We love West Virginia. Probably helped you 
getting this award today. (Laughter.) When you come from West 
Virginia, we like you, Jerry. 

But more than anything else Jerry liked doing is playing 
basketball in West Virginia. And starting at age six, he taught 
himself on the dirt surfaces of his neighborhood's 
backyard. When it rained, his sister would call him and say. 
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it's called "the mud wallow." Do you remember that at all, 
Jerry? The "mud wallow." 

MR. WEST: Absolutely. 

THE PRESIDENT: But nothing ever stopped him. Jerry later 
reflected that, "Everything I did, I tried to do perfectly. Not 
just well, but perfectly." And it hasn't changed, I don't think, 
too much, has it? 

We ended a great, great senior year. Jerry spent it in high 
school with a West Virginia scoring record of 1,501 
points. Approximately 60 major colleges and universities tried 
to recruit Jerry, but he decided, very intelligently, to stay in 
West Virginia. And he went to West Virginia University in 1956. 

Donning his famous number "44" jersey, he set 17 Mountaineer 
records, was named the NCAA's Most Outstanding Player in 1959, 
and was a two-time consensus All-American. Wow. West Virginia 
won 87 percent of the games in which Jerry was in the lineup and 
won the Southern Conference all three years he played varsity. 

After graduating, Jerry played on the 1960 USA Olympic Team, 
which swept every matchup, including a much-anticipated showdown 
with the Soviet Union. In that game, Jerry was the highest 
scorer, accounting for nearly a quarter of America's points. And 
to this day, the Olympic Gold Medal is his most prized 
possession. Is that still so? 

MR. WEST: That's right. 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, that's pretty good, Jerry. You have plenty 
of possessions. I don't know, maybe we'll top it today. I don't 
know. We're going to see. 
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'Jerry then joined the Los Angeles Lakers; we all know that. And 
in the years that followed, he was to become a legend and made 
plays that will be remembered forever. I know many of them. 

In a January 1962 game against the New York Knicks, Jerry scored 
nearly half of the Lakers’ total, setting a personal scoring 
record of 63 points in less than 40 minutes. In Game 3 of 1962 
Finals against the Celtics, Jerry rallied the Lakers and tried 
it. And tried very hard, I will tell you. He tried so hard, and 
that was a great rally, and he was up 115 to 115, with only three 
seconds left. 

The Celtics had the ball, and Sam Jones — he was a good one too, 
wasn't he, huh? Sam Jones. They're all good on that 
team. Passed to the legendary Bob Cousy, who was here a few 
weeks ago. And I don't know if he'd want this story told, so we 
won't; we'll tell it very quietly. But Jerry suddenly rushed 
forward, stole the ball before it reached Cousy, and made a layup 
in the final second to win the game. In that iconic 1962 season, 
Jerry earned the nickname of "Mr. Clutch" — a name that stuck. 

Over the course of his 14 NBA seasons, he broke the record for 
the most points scored in the history of the Lakers, was named 
the NBA Finals MVP, and was inducted into the Basketball Hall of 
Fame. But perhaps the greatest commemoration of his legacy was 
the legendary playing career — is the NBA Logo. Today, the 
silhouette of Jerry West is displayed on every uniform, court, 
and basketball in the league. Still the same one, Jerry, 
right? Huh? We don't want them to change it, do we? Better not 
change it. 

MR. WEST: You never know today. 

THE PRESIDENT: I don't know. You never know. 
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'After his playing career ended in 1974, Jerry went on to 
coach the Lakers for three seasons and later served as General 
Manager and Executive Vice President of Basketball Operations for 
nearly 20 years. 

In the summer of 1996, he succeeded in securing both Kobe Bryant 
and Shaquille O'Neal — two truly great players — creating an 
unstoppable force in the NBA. Under his management, the Lakers 
won four championships and he was named Executive of the Year in 
1995. 

Jerry went on to serve as the President of Basketball Operations 
for the struggling Memphis Grizzlies, where he took them to the 
playoffs three times and was named Executive of the Year again in 
2004. He then joined the executive board of the Warriors. 

Recently, he became a consultant for the Clippers and helped sign 
Kawhi Leonard, who really has played — he's some player. We 
were talking about that. And the combination of the two of them 
is going to be a very interesting season. I think you're pretty 
proud of that group, huh? 

MR. WEST: Yes. 

THE PRESIDENT: We're going to see. You had some great ones. 

Jerry is one of the greatest negotiators, managers, and 
executives in the history of the NBA. 

In addition to his sterling professional career, Jerry helped 
raise millions of dollars for charity in Los Angeles, contributed 
to a flood of relief efforts in West Virginia, and, generally, 
just incredible supporter of West Virginia and West Virginia 
University. 
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He has also brought awareness to the risks of atrial 
fibrillation. Oh, I didn't know that, Jerry. That's very 
good. That's big stuff for you, right? That's very good. 

MR. WEST: That's all good. 

THE PRESIDENT: That's very good. And is a passionate supporter 
of our nation's veterans. Jerry works harder than just about 
anybody I can imagine, helping our nation's veterans. Jerry West 
is one extraordinary American. 

And I'd now like to ask the military aide to come forward and 
present Jerry Alan West with the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom. This is so richly deserved. Thank you very 
much. Thank you, Jerry. Congratulations. (Applause.) 

MILITARY AIDE: Jerry Alan West is one of the greatest basketball 
players and sports executives of all time. After an outstanding 
collegiate career at West Virginia University, Mr. West played 14 
seasons in the NBA, all with the Los Angeles Lakers, making the 
All-Star team each year. 

In 1972, "Mr. Clutch" helped lead the Lakers to their first 
championship. A few years later, he was inducted into the 
Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame. 

After his playing career, Mr. West was a legendary NBA general 
manager responsible for building the Laker juggernauts of the 
1980s and 2000s. 

The United States now proudly honors Jerry West, whose excellence 
and determination have made him a true basketball icon. 

(The Medal of Freedom is presented.) (Applause.) 
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MR. *WEST: Well, first of all, thank you, Mr. President. Where 
shall I begin? You know, it never ceases to amaze me the places 
you can go in this world chasing a bouncing ball. My chase began 
in Chelyan, West Virginia, where I strung a wire basket with no 
net to the side of a bridge. If your shot didn't go in, the ball 
rolled down a long bank and you would be chasing it forever. So 
you better make it. 

I was a dreamer. My family didn't have much, but we had a clear 
view of the Appalachian Mountains, and I like — I'd sit alone on 
our front porch and wonder, "If I ever make it to the top of that 
mountain, what will I see on the other side?" Well, I did make 
it to the other side, and my dreams have come true. I've been 

able to see the sides thanks to all the — thanks to that 
bouncing ball. 

I spent my childhood in West Virginia and my adulthood in Los 
Angeles — two of the most profoundly different places in this 
country — and I've been shaped by wonderful people in both. 

I would have never made it through West Virginia University 
without Ann Dinardi, a surrogate mother of sorts, who gave me a 
room in her house and constantly fed me to pack weight on my 160- 
pound frame. She cussed me when I needed it, and, boy, that was 
a lot — like the time I fled back home before my freshman year 
personally convinced that I did not belong in college, and hugged 
me when I needed, which was probably at the same time. Ann was 
strong, sassy, Italian. Not so much different than another 
incredible woman that I eventually met in Los Angeles and 
married. 

Thank you, Karen, for accompanying me and tolerating me on this 
long, rich, American journey. 

I've experienced a country at war, a country at peace, a 
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'time when we huddled around a radio with terrible reception to 
hear President Roosevelt's weekly addresses to a time when we 
read on our cell phone President Trump's instantaneous 
tweets. You're pretty good at that, by the way. (Laughter.) 

I suffered excruciating losses, both personally and 
professionally. I'm not going to say how many NBA Final losses - 
- those damn Celtics — (laughter) — and exhilarating 
victories. But the one I cherish most was with a group of fellow 
Amer- — amateurs at the 1960 Olympics. 

As I stood on the Gold Medal Stand in Rome next to my friend and 
soon-to-be adversary, Oscar Robertson, I thought about my 
brother, David, who had died fighting in Korea when I was 13 and 
how proud I was to represent the United States of America and 
West Virginia — and the state of West Virginia. 

I tried in my life to do for others what David did for me: lead, 
protect, and assist whenever possible. The David West and Willie 
Akers Academic Center at West Virginia University is a place 
where I hope young men and women in my home state can also dream 
about the top of the mountain and take the first steps towards 
realizing those dreams. 

I am surrounded here today by my wonderful family. Although my 
sister, Hannah and Barbara are not able to make this trip, I've 
been blessed with five remarkable sons: David, Michael, Mark, 
Ryan, and Jonnie. 

I've been privileged to work for four fantastic basketball 
franchises: The Los Angeles Lakers, where I celebrated the most 
memorable triumphs, where I mourned the most painful setbacks and 
partnered with a true visionary, Jerry Buss, who changed the 
landscape of professional sports; Michael Heisley, the Memphis 
Grizzlies, gave me an opportunity to rebuild a franchise looking 
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for its way; the Golden State Warriors, where I witnessed some of 
the most beautiful basketball ever played alongside a most unique 
and successful ownership group; and now the LA Clippers. I work 
with an incredible and an inspirational leader, Steve Ballmer, 
and maybe I'm being prejudice, but the best staff that I've ever 
known. 

I've had many great coaches and teammates I will never 
forget. As a player, I was flanked by the great Elgin Baylor, 
the most supportive and the greatest player of that era, and 
later, the great Wilt Chamberlain. 

As an executive, I've been just as fortunate. I have been 
involved with a truly incredible group of the greatest players 
who have ever played this game: Kareem, Worthy, Magic, Shaquille, 
Kobe, with the Lakers; Steph, Klay, Kevin, at the Golden State 
Warriors; and now Kawhi Leonard and Paul George with the 
Clippers. I marvel at them, at the joy they brought basketball 
fans all over the world. 

The bouncing ball brought me there and here. When Karen first 
read on the Internet that I was going to receive the medal — 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, we were both shocked and surprised 
and amused. I thought it was a joke. Then, when West Virginia 
Senator Joe Manchin confirmed the honor — I'm sure he had a big 
part in the selection. Thank you, Joe, for being here 
today. And also, my friend, the Governor of West Virginia, Jim 
Justice. I appreciate you here today also, Jim. 

I looked at the list of other honorees and was inspired by the 
names of some on that page: Warren Buffett and Bill Gates, 
philanthropic champions; Nelson Mandela, Martin Luther King, 

Cesar Chavez, Simon Wiesenthal, and Desmond Tutu, legendary 
leaders; Muhammad Ali, Bill Russell, Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, athlete 
activists; Michael Jordan, Tiger Woods, Stevie Wonder, excellence 
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‘personified; John Wooden, Frank Robinson, Arnold Palmer, and 
Vince Scully, friends I try to emulate. I swear my name is going 
to look like a misprint on this list. 

Mr. President, thanks for you for including me on this incredible 
group of people. 

THE PRESIDENT: Great job, Jerry. 

MR. WEST: Thank you. (Applause.) 

THE PRESIDENT: Congratulations to Jerry. And also, Jonnie, 
congratulations on your marriage to a great golfer, Michelle Wie, 
who is here today. And thank you, Michelle, for being here. 

Thank you, everybody. It's a great honor. He's a great man, a 
great player. And you're going to be around a long time. 

MR. WEST: Well, thank you. 

THE PRESIDENT: Thank you, Jerry, very much. (Applause.) 

MR. WEST: I appreciate it.

President Donald J. Trump Approves West Virginia Disaster Declaration 

Yesterday, President Donald J. Trump declared that a major disaster exists in the State of West 
Virginia and ordered Federal assistance to supplement State and local recovery efforts in the 
areas affected by severe storms, flooding, landslides, and mudslides during the period of June 
29 to June 30, 2019. 

Federal funding is available to State and eligible local governments and certain private nonprofit 
organizations on a cost-sharing basis for emergency work and the repair or replacement of 
facilities damaged by the severe storms, flooding, landslides, and mudslides in the counties of 
Grant, Pendleton, Preston, Randolph, and Tucker. 

Federal funding is also available on a cost-sharing basis for hazard mitigation measures 
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statewide. 


Pete Gaynor, Acting Administrator, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA), 
Department of Homeland Security, named Jason Burroughs as the Federal Coordinating Officer 
for Federal recovery operations in the affected areas. 

Additional designations may be made at a later date if requested by the State and warranted by 
the results of further damage assessments.

Tomorrow morning, the Council of Economic Advisers will officially release a report identifying the economic 
effects of the federal deregulation since January 2017. Because of the deregulatory actions of the Trump 
Administration, CEA estimates that Americans will see real incomes increase by $3,100 per household per year 
within the next five to ten years. After five years at this pace, the average household income will have roughly 
$16,000 additional dollars in purchasing power. After ten years, it is $31,000. When the Trump 
Administration’s deregulatory efforts are combined with tax reform, Americans see their real incomes increase 
by 4.5 percent, or more than $6,600 per year for the average household. 
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"CEA’s^report finds that twenty notable Federal deregulatory actions alone will be saving American consumers 
and businesses about $220 billion per year after they go into full effect. They will increase real (after-inflation) 
incomes by about 1.3 percent. To put this in perspective, many of the most notable deregulatory efforts in 
American history, such as die deregulation of airlines and trucking that began during the Carter

On Saturday morning, a wicked person opened fire on innocent families shopping at a 
Walmart store in El Paso, Texas. Precious children were among the victims. The following day, 
another act of evil took place on a crowded street in Dayton, Ohio. These two horrible 
incidents left more than 80 people killed or wounded. 

Earlier today. President Donald J. Trump addressed the nation from the White House: 
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The First Lady and I join all Americans in praying and grieving for the victims, 
their families, and the survivors. We will stand by their side forever. We will 
never forget. These barbaric slaughters are an assault upon our communities, 
an attack upon our nation, and a crime against all of humanity. We are 
outraged and sickened by this monstrous evil, the cruelty, the hatred, the 
malice, the bloodshed, and the terror. Our hearts are shattered for every family 
whose parents, chitdren, husbands, and wives were ripped from their arms and 
their lives. America weeps for the fallen. We are a loving nation, and our 
children are entitled to grow up in a just, peaceful and loving society. Together, 
we lock arms to shoulder the grief. We ask God in Heaven to ease the anguish 
of those who suffer.

• First, Americans must come together in condemning racism, bigotry, and white 
supremacy. "These sinister ideologies must be defeated," the President said. 

• Second, law enforcement must have all the tools it needs to investigate and disrupt 
any hate crimes or acts of domestic terrorism. President Trump has asked the FBI to 
identify any additional resources needed to confront these threats. Part of that effort 
includes fighting radicalization online. 

• Third, America must do a better job of identifying—and acting upon—early warning 
signs of violence. Today, President Trump directed the Department of Justice to 
partner with government agencies and the private sector, including social media 
companies, to develop tools to detect mass shooters before they act. 

• Fourth, we must stop the glorification of violence across society. It's far too easy for 
troubled individuals to surround themselves with gruesome, grisly images on a daily 
basis. "Cultural change is hard, but each of us can choose to build a culture that 
celebrates the inherent worth and dignity of every human life," the President said. 

• Fifth, our country must reform its mental health laws to better identify, treat, and—if 
necessary—confine individuals who may commit acts of violence. 

• Last but not least, we must ensure that those posing a great risk to public safety do 
not have access to firearms—and that, if they do, those firearms can be taken away 
through rapid due process. The President has called for "red flag laws," also known as 
extreme risk protection orders, to keep weapons away from dangerous people.

Then, in the early hours of Sunday morning in 
Dayton, Ohio, another twisted monster opened fire on a crowded downtown street. He murdered 9 people, 
including his own sister, and injured 27 others."

The revisions show that employee compensation rose 4.5% in 
2017 and 5% in 2018—some $4.4 billion and $87.1 billion more than previously reported. The trend has 
continued into 2019, with compensation increasing $37® billion or 3-4% hi the first six months alone. Wages 
and salaries were revised upward to 5-3% from 3-6% in May year over year. And in June wages and salaries 
grew at an annual rate of 5.5%, which is a rocking 4.1% after adjusting for inflation.

Trump called West "one extraordinary American" before giving West his 
award. 

West offered his thanks, and took to the podium to reflect on many topics including "those damn Celtics" and 
POTUS' "Pretty good" tweets. He took some time to honor his brother David, who died serving in Korea. West 
thanked Gov Justice and added his reverence for fellow recipients like Desmond Tutu and Michael Jordan, 
among others. 
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"I swear my name is going to look like a misprint on this list," said West. 


Trump added after that West was "A great man great player and is going to be around for a long time." 
He did not take any shouted questions on Alabama, Dorian, Afghanistan.

Background and Additional Information 

“There is no more appropriate place to celebrate the anniversary of American independence than among the 
Nation’s monuments on the National Mall and the memorials to the service men and women who have 
defended the United States for the past 243 years,” said U.S. Secretary of the Interior David Bernhardt. “For 
die first time in many years, the World War II Memorial and areas around the Reflecting Pool will be open for 
the public to enjoy a s tunning fireworks display and an address by our Commander-in-Chief. We are excited to 
open these new areas so that more visitors may experience this year’s Independence Day celebration in our 
nation’s capital.” 

Salute to America will honor each of the nation’s five service branches with music, military demonstrations, 
flyovers and much more. Participants include the Old Guard Fife and Drum Chips, the U.S. Army Band 
(“Pershing’s Own”), the Armed Forces Chorus, the United States Marine Corps Silent Drill Team, and many 
others.

REMARKS BY PRESIDENT TRUMP 
AT SIGNING OF H.R. 3401, 

THE "EMERGENCY SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS FOR HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE 
AND SECURITY AT THE SOUTHERN BORDER ACT, 2019"

THE PRESIDENT: Well, thank you very much. We just finished a signing, a very important signing, of 
the Taxpayer First Bill, the IRS Taxpayer First, which is a tremendous thing for our citizens, having to 
do with the IRS. It streamlines, and so many other changes made. So, that was just done and 
signed, and it's been made into law. So we're all set on that. 

And today, I'm signing a bill to deliver $4.6 billion in humanitarian assistance to our southern 
border. This includes funding for medical care, shelters, and increased housing for minors through 
the Department of Health and Human Services. And Secretary Azar is here with us and with our Vice 
President and with some of our great congressmen. We appreciate it. Thank you very much. Thank 
you. 

For many weeks, Democrats were giving us a hard time. But I tell you, it became a bipartisan 
bill. We were very happy about it. And now, what we want to do is we have to do a bill for border 
security, and all of this will go away. 

I want to thank Mexico because Mexico is doing a lot right now. They have almost 20,000 soldiers 
between the two borders. They have 6,000 on their southern border by Guatemala. And they have 
about 16,000 --15,16,000 at our southern border. And the numbers are way down for the last 
week because this just took place over the last few days, over the last week. And it's way down, as 
you can imagine. 
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But we have to do a bill on border security. And we can solve the problem entirely at our 
border. The wall is being built. But unfortunately, we had a very bad case from the Ninth Circuit, as 
usual. A Ninth Circuit judge -- and I say that loud and clear -- it's very hard to win at the Ninth 
Circuit, if not impossible. He ruled against something that, in my opinion, was a terrible error. And 
it really affected the construction of part of our wall. 

And much of it is being build. Most of it is being built. But it had an impact. These were contracts 
that were out. They were being built and now we're supposed to stop because a judge decided, in 
his own whim, that he wanted to stop it. So we appealed it, and we're asking for an expedited 
appeal. 

But again, much of the wall is being built. We had it all being built, and the Ninth Circuit, as usual, 
came through for the other side. And it's an incredible situation we have going. There's something 
wrong with this. Where something like this can happen, it's not a good situation. 

Anyway, we're asking Congress to step forward on border security and help us with border 
security. If we do that, it's going to be perfect because the Mexicans have done a fantastic job, and I 
want to thank the President of Mexico. And they've done this over the last week and a half. It 
started at the other border, and now it's at our border and it's had a very big impact. You'll see the 
numbers come out. You probably have to wait three or four weeks, but you'll see there's a 
tremendous difference. 

And most importantly, we must eliminate all incentives for smuggling children and for smuggling 
women. They're smuggling women through borders and the borders that don't have the wall, or 
the borders where you can't physically have security because it's so many miles. You know, we have 
2,000 miles of border. 

So they're smuggling in women and they're smuggling in children. And they're using the children, in 
particular, as pawns, who are getting other people into our country. Because when you're with a 
child, even if the child is not yours -- which in itself is ridiculous -- then it's much easier to come 
across and come into our country because the laws are very bad. Our immigration laws are very 
bad. 

And right now, smugglers coach migrants to travel with minors and to send minors alone to gain 
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easy entry into the United States. Catch-and-release must stop. DHS must have the authority to 
humanely return minors to be with their families in their home countries. It's, right now, a situation 
where nobody knows what they're doing because our laws are so bad and it can be changed in - I 
always say 15 minutes; make it an hour. It's very simple. These changes are very simple. It's 
changes to the asylum. If we change asylum, we can have 75 percent of it done. The rest has to be 
done on the loopholes. 

Vast migrations out of Central America undermine the future of those countries. And these 
countries now -- they want their children back. They're actually wanting their children back. 

As you know, I stopped hundreds of millions of dollars from going to Guatemala, Honduras, and El 
Salvador because they haven't been doing what they should be doing. Caravans have been forming, 
but now the caravans are being stopped by Mexico. 

And again, we want to thank Mexico, but the caravans that formed are being stopped by Mexico, 
short of our southern border, and in many cases, before they even get out of Guatemala. But I'm 
hearing that Guatemala is starting to help us a lot. But we're not paying them all of the money. We 
used to pay them over $500 million a year. I stopped that money from going to them. Some people 
think it should be the opposite: We should give them money. I don't think they were doing what 
they could do, and therefore I stopped it. And at some point, maybe if they do a great job -- and the 
job they're supposed to -- we can be talking. But right now, it's disgraceful what's happening. 

And Congress and the Democrats have to step forward to provide humane solutions to put child 
smugglers out of business. You have child smugglers by the hundreds - and, actually, probably by 
the thousands - and they're becoming very rich because our laws are so bad. And they have to 
restore the integrity of the United States' asylum system. 

Without these changes, more than 1 million immigrants will arrive at the borders this year, many 
of them lodging frivolous asylum claims. And that's what they do to gain access into the country: 
they lodge claims on asylum. And they're totally bogus claims. 

We apprehend these people. But because of catch-and-release, we have to apprehend them, 
take their names, sometimes bring them to court. Sometimes they're criminals; oftentimes they 
have to be released. But they're all coming out of the country because that's what we do. 
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After July 4th, a lot of people are going to be brought back out. So people that come up may be 
here for a short while, but they're going to be going - they're going back to their countries. They go 
back home. 


ICE is going to be apprehending them and bringing them back. And we have a very big system for 
that, and it's been very effective and it will be very effective. 

So they may feel -- and you may read - that they came across. And because of the ridiculous 
laws of catch-and-release, which I call not a law; I call it a loophole. You release them, but they go 
back. They get caught. They come in illegally and they go out legally. Very simple system. 

Most border crossers never show up in court. They never come. About 3 percent show 
up. Nobody even knows why they show up. But only 3 percent show up. 

But we are apprehending them, and we bring them out of the country. In some cases, they're 
criminals and, ideally, we want them to use the other country's criminal justice system because we 
don't want to load up our prisoners any -- our prisons any more than they're already loaded up. 

So that's it in a nutshell. It's $4.6 billion. It was bipartisan. It was done in a bipartisan 
manner. We all got together. 

This is a humane solution to a tremendous problem that's caused because we have bad 
immigration laws, and we can solve that problem very, very quickly if we could get together with the 
Democrats. The problem is the Democrats actually like this system because it's open borders. 

Now, we don't allow it to be open borders because we're apprehending and we're doing a great 
job. Border Patrol has been incredible. Law enforcement has been incredible. And ICE has been 
incredible. 

But it shouldn't be this way. It shouldn't be this way. We're the only ones in the world that have 
a system like this. It's absolutely insane, our system of immigration. 

And the reason they come up is because our economy is doing so well. 
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I just got back, as you know, from Japan and from South Korea. Met with many of the countries -- 
the G20. So you had the biggest countries. And it was incredible. Everybody greeted me with 
congratulations on how well we're doing with our economy. We have the number-one economy in 
the world. And a lot of that is tax cuts. A lot of it is regulation cuts. And thank you, Kevin, and the 
group. I will tell you, it's -- Patrick, thank you very much. And, Mike, thank you very much. And 
everybody. 

Because of the tax cuts, our economy is the hottest in the world. If we didn't have them -- we were 
paying up -- companies were paying the highest tax rates in the world, just about. In many cases, 
the highest. And now we have them at the low level. Not the lowest, but we have them at the low 
level, at 21 percent. And because of that, they're coming in. New companies are being formed. 

But we have many, many companies that left our country and they're now coming back. Especially 
the automobile business. We have auto plants being built all over the country. We went decades 
and no plant was built. No plant was even expanded. 

And in leaving Japan, I was with Prime Minister Abe and he was telling me they have many more 
companies now that are moving to the United States and building plants in Michigan and Ohio, and 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Florida - different states all over the country. And it's pretty 
amazing because we didn’t have any. I mean, we had no expansions, and now we have a lot of 
expansion. 

So we are signing this now, and it's an honor to sign it. And if we could do border security along 
with it, or follow it up shortly, everybody would be extremely happy. 

(The bill is signed.) 

I want to thank Secretary Azar who's doing an incredible job, considering that the decks are really 
stacked against him. The cards are not good, and yet the job your people are doing is 
incredible. You know, we're not in the hospital business. We're in the border security business at 
the border. And all of a sudden, we're forced to be in the hospital business. 

And again, they're coming up because they want a piece of what’s happening in this country. They 
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want the economy. They want the jobs. They're not coming up, for the most part, for other 
reasons. They're coming up because they want the jobs. 

And we want them, but we want them to come in legally through a process. And we want them to 
come in based on merit. So the merit is very important. 

And there you have your bill. Thank you very much. 

Q Mr. President, any message to Iran? 

THE PRESIDENT: No. No message to Iran. They know what they're doing. They know what 
they're playing with. And I think they're playing with fire. So, no message to Iran whatsoever. 

d Any reaction to the protests in Hong Kong today? 

THE PRESIDENT: In Hong Kong? I just hope it gets solved. I was with President Xi of China. We 
had a great talk, a great discussion. We're talking about doing something. And we've talked about it 
briefly, but that's very sad. I've rarely seen a protest like that. It's very sad to see. 

Q Will you be delaying the census, Mr. President? 

THE PRESIDENT: Where? 

Q Will you be delaying the census for the Supreme Court ruling on the census question? 

THE PRESIDENT: Yeah, we're looking at that. We think that a census -- obviously, if you do all of 
this work and you're talking about -- nobody can believe this, but they spend billions of dollars on 
the census, and you're not allowed to ask? You don't knock on doors of houses, check houses? You 
go through all this detail and you’re not allowed to ask whether or not somebody is a citizen? So 
you can ask other things, but you can't ask whether or not somebody is a citizen? 

So we are trying to do that. We're looking at that very strongly. 

Q And why -- oh, I'm sorry, if I could follow up. Why do you think it's so important that that 
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question be asked on the census? 


THE PRESIDENT: I think it's very important -- to find out if somebody is a citizen as opposed to an 
illegal? I think there's a big difference, to me, between being a citizen of the United States and 
being an illegal. And, you know, the Democrats want to treat the illegals, with healthcare and with 
other things, better than they treat the citizens of our country. 

If you look at a coal miner that has black lung disease, you're talking about people that get 
treated better than the coal miner. And these people got sick working for the United States. And 
we treated people that just walked in better. 

If you look at what they're doing in California, how they're treating people, they don't treat their 
people as well as they treat illegal immigrants. So at what point does it stop? It's crazy what they're 
doing. It's crazy. And it's mean, and it's very unfair to our citizens. And we're going to stop it, but 
we may need an election to stop it, and we may need to get back the House. 


Yes. 

Q Mr. President, when will the round of trade talks with China begin, after your agreement over 
the weekend? 

THE PRESIDENT: It's already begun. 

Q Are they meeting already? 

THE PRESIDENT: Yeah, already begun. They're speaking very much on the phone, but they're 
also meeting. Yeah, it's essentially already begun. It actually began before our meeting. 

Q But do you know when Lighthizer will sit down with Liu He? 

THE PRESIDENT: Whatever it takes. Look, if we don't make a great deal, if we don't make a fair 
deal -- it has to be better for us than for them because they had such a big advantage for so many 
years. In other words, you can’t make a 50/50 deal when somebody else has been absolutely-- I've 
been talking about this for years. 
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China made -- we had a surplus -- meaning they did, on us - of $507 billion. It's been hundreds of 
billions of dollars a year for many, many years. So, obviously, we can't make a 50/50 deal. It has to 
be a deal that is somewhat tilted to our advantage. And if we're not going to do that, we're taking in 
a fortune from tariffs. And, unfortunately, we're hurting China by doing that because many of their 
companies are leaving and going to a non-tariff state, so they don't have to pay the tariffs. 

And the other misconception about China - and I think you read an article today in the Wall 
Street Journal about it: Our people aren't paying for those tariffs, in that case, certainly. China is 
paying for them, and those companies are paying for them. 

China devalued their currency very substantially, and they also put a lot of money into their 
economy. They're pouring money. It's fake money, but it's money. And they're pouring money into 
their economy to take care of the tariffs. Some people aren't -- you don't have increased 
inflation. You have no increased inflation. But I'll tell you what is happening: Our Treasury is taking 
in billions and billions of dollars of money that normally would be for China. 

So we'll see what happens. We hope that we can make a deal, but it's got to be a fair deal. We 
had a deal, as far as I was concerned. And then, at the last moment, China decided they didn't like 
that deal, and they changed it. It's all right. Then I said, "You're going to pay 25 percent tariffs on 
$250 billion.” 

Q And did President Xi say he would move on some of those issues that were disputable? 

THE PRESIDENT: Yeah, sure, I'd expect him to move. And if he doesn't move, that's okay too. I'm 
very happy either way. But I think we have a good chance of making a deal. I think they want to 
make a deal. Because they're losing many companies that are leaving because of the tariffs, 
because they don't want to pay the tariffs. So they're losing many companies. They're moving to 
Vietnam. And, by the way, some are moving back to the United States, where they belong. 

Q Mr. President, can I ask you about the Mexico tariffs? 

THE PRESIDENT: Sure. 
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Q Are those entirely off the table now, as far as - 


THE PRESIDENT: Well, now they are, because I think the President is doing a great job. He put 
16,000 people in this weekend, and they're forming but they're getting to the border, and they're 
doing a great job. And he has 6,000 people at the border with Guatemala. So --1 mean, it's been 
way down. It's cut way down. You'll start to see the numbers over the next three or four weeks. 

Q But you didn't get it that you were going to continuously reassess. 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, that's true. 

Q. So are you absolutely taking it off the table? 

THE PRESIDENT: No, no, that's true. Yeah, if they don't do it. But they're doing a good job. Right 
now, they're doing a very good job. We're very happy with the job they're doing. 

No, it was because of tariffs that they're doing it. But the point is they're doing a very good 
job. And he's very smart to do it, because that's a tiny fraction. It sounds like a lot of soldiers, but 
that's a fraction of what tariffs would cost Mexico. 

But I very much appreciate it. And he's doing a great job for Mexico because the Mexican people 
were very upset with all of these tens of thousands of people, hundreds of thousands of people 
walking through Mexico. And the people of Mexico are just as happy as I am with what they're 
doing. 

Q Can l ask you about the Border Patrol Facebook group and these derogatory and vulgar 
comments that they have been making about members of Congress? 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, I don't know what they're saying about members of Congress. I know that 
the Border Patrol is not happy with the Democrats in Congress. I will say the Republicans do want 
border security. The Democrats want open borders. Open borders means tremendous crime. 

If you look, there was a report that came out where approximately 600 people in the last caravan 
were serious criminals. I don't want them in our country. 
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So, the Border Patrol, they're patriots. They're great people. They love our country. They know 
what's conning in. 

And you know who knows it better than anybody? Hispanics. Hispanics love what I'm doing 
because, number one, they don't want to lose their job. They don't want to take a pay cut. And 
very importantly, most importantly, they don't want to have crime. They understand it. 

The people that understand the border the best are Hispanics. They understand it better than 
anybody. And they don't want to have to suffer crime. And they don't want to take a pay cut. They 
don't want to lose their job. That's why my poll numbers went way up with Hispanics because they 
really understand the border the best of anybody. Okay. Any other -- 

Q Mr. President, do you plan to have tanks out on Fourth of July at the Lincoln Memorial for 
your speech? 

THE PRESIDENT: We're going to have a great Fourth of July in Washington, D.C. It'll be like no 
other. It'll be special. And I hope a lot of people come, and it's going to be about this country and 
it's a salute to America. 

And I'm going to be here, and I’m going to say a few words. And we're going to have planes going 
overhead -- the best fighter jets in the world and other planes too. And we're going to have some 
tanks stationed outside. 

You've got to be pretty careful with the tanks because the roads have a tendency not to like to carry 
heavy tanks, so we have to put them in certain areas. But we have the brand new Sherman tanks 
and we have the brand new Abram tanks. And we have some incredible equipment - military 
equipment on display -- brand new. And we're very proud of it. 


You know, we're making a lot of new tanks right now. We're building a lot of new tanks in Lima, 
Ohio -- our great tank factory that people wanted to close down until I got elected. And I stopped it 
from being closed down, and now it's a very productive facility. And they do -- nobody -- it's the 
greatest tank in the world, the Abrams. 
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Q Do you think that you can give a speech that can reach all Americans on July 4th? 


THE PRESIDENT: I think so. I think so. I think I've reached most Americans. Most Americans want 
no crime. Most Americans want a strong military. They want good education. They want good 
healthcare. If you look at preexisting conditions, the Republicans are going to save preexisting 
conditions. The Democrats won't be able to do it. What the Democrats' plan is going to destroy the 
country and it's going to be horrible healthcare. Horrible healthcare. 

And everybody's taxes are going to go to 95 percent. And, by the way, that's not enough. But the 
taxes -- if they ever did what they want to do, your taxes go to 95 percent and that isn't nearly 
enough. Thank you very much everybody. 

Cl One last one on Hong Kong. The United States has traditionally supported democracy 
movements -- struggles around the world. Do you have a message directly to those demonstrators 
who say they want more democracy and that China is not a democracy? 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, they're looking for democracy. And I think most people want 
democracy. Unfortunately, some governments don't want democracy. But that's what it’s all 
about. It’s all about democracy. There's never been anything better. And I think we're the best 
example of it right here in the United States. Okay?

For this reason, in my first year in office, I withdrew the United 
States from the unfair, ineffective, and very, very expensive Paris Climate Accord." 
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The Trump Administration is taking major action in the effort to reduce exposure to lead contaminated dust. 
PRESIDENT TRUMP: "And last month, our EPA took the first major action, nearly two decades, to reduce exposure to 
lead contaminated dust." 


LAND MANAGEMENT 

The Administration has focused on addressing polluted lands, setting a record for hazardous waste cleanups and 
providing millions to communities with contaminated sites. 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "In addition to clean air and clean water, that means being good stewards of our public lands, 
prioritizing cleanup of polluted lands that threaten our most vulnerable citizens and threaten them very dearly." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "We have refocused the EPA back on its core mission and last year the agency completed more 
Superfund hazardous waste cleanups than any year of the previous administrations and set records in almost every year. 
We have done tremendous work on Superfunds." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "We've made great strides cleaning up damage near a paper plant in Kalamazoo, Michigan, 
something that was beyond fix-up. They thought it was never going to happen and also, the West Lake Landfill in 
Missouri." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "This year we've also directed $65 million in Brownfields grants to clean up even more 
contaminated sites in 149 American communities. Think of that. The vast majority home to lower income citizens. That 
is some project. That is some project." 

President Trump signed a historic executive order promoting active forest management to prevent wildfires. 
PRESIDENT TRUMP: "In December, I signed an historic executive order promoting much more active forest management 
to prevent catastrophic wildfires, like those that recently devastated California and Oregon." 

Millions of acres of land have been returned to the people and America's sportsmen are free to pursue their passion. 
PRESIDENT TRUMP: "This year I signed the largest public lands package in a decade, designating 1.3 million acres - that's 
a lot of land - of new wilderness and expanding recreational access." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "We are getting Washington bureaucrats off of their backs, and we want to make sure that they go 
out and help our hunters and our fishers and farmers and everyone." 

AFFORDABLE ENERGY 

President Trump is revising unnecessary regulation from the past administration in order to make our energy 
affordable, protect American workers, and preserve our environment. 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "My administration is now revising the past administration's misguided regulations to better protect 
the environment and to protect our American workers, so importantly." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "The previous administration waged a relentless war on American energy. We can't do that. They 
sought to punish our workers, our producers and manufacturers with ineffective global agreements that allowed the 
world's worst polluting countries to continue their practices. These radical plans would not make the world cleaner." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "They would just make and put Americans out of work and they put them out of work rapidly. They 
moved production to foreign countries with lower standards. Our companies were forced to do that and they didn t 
want to do that and they drive up the price of gas and electricity at home and drive it to levels that are literally 
unaffordable." 

While the Trump Administration is focused on practical solutions, Democrats propose radical and unaffordable plans 
such as the Green New Deal. 
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PRESIDENT TRUMP: "Where we're focused on practical solutions, more than 100 Democrats in congress now support 
the so-called Green New Deal. Their plan is estimated to cost our economy nearly $100 trillion, a number unthinkable, a 
number not affordable even in the best of times." 

PRESIDENT TRUMP: "That's not a number that's even thought to be affordable. Kill millions of jobs. It will crush the 
dreams of the poorest Americans and disproportionately harm minority communities. I will not stand for it. We will 
defend the environment but we will also defend American sovereignty, American prosperity, and we will defend 
American jobs."

The United States-Mexico-Canada Agreement (USMCA)

Trade with Mexico and Canada is vital to the U.S. economy. In 2017 alone, trade with Canada and Mexico reached nearly 
$1.3 trillion. Since the 2007-2009 recession, U.S. goods exports to Canada and Mexico have expanded more than with 
any other country in the world, accounting for about 40 percent of the growth in overall U.S. goods exports. Today, the 
two countries buy more than one-third of U.S. merchandise exports and 49 states count Canada and Mexico as one of 
their top three merchandise export markets. Taken together, these exports in goods and services support upwards of 11 
million American jobs in every state in the Union, according to reports by the Business Roundtable. Not surprisingly, 
State and local elected officials from across the country are weighing-in in support of the USMCA. Bipartisan support for 
the agreement can be found here: What They Are Saving: Sungari for the United States-Mexico-Canada Agreement . 
Examples include coalition letters from Governors, Lt. Governors, mayors and county leaders to individual statements 
and state (as well as county) legislative resolutions. 

The United States-Mexico-Canada Agreement (USMCA) is a 21st century, high-standard agreement that modernizes the 
25-year-old North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). USMCA will support mutually beneficial trade leading to 
freer markets, fairer trade, and robust economic growth in North America. In fact, recent analyses show that USMCA will 
boost economic growth and create more jobs for American workers as a result of key achievements that include: 

✓ More North American Auto Content: Under USMCA's rules vehicles must be built with at least 75 percent of 
parts made in North America in order to qualify for zero tariffs, up from 62.5 percent under NAFTA. Also, 40 to 
45 percent of an auto will have to be made by workers earning at least $16 an hour. Recent USTR analysis 
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estimates that these rules will incentivize billions in new U.S. automotive investment and in new purchases of 
U.S.-made auto parts, and support tens of thousands of additional jobs in the U.S. automotive sector. Read the 
analysis iere . 

✓ Increased Agricultural Market Access: USMCA provides the U.S. with greater access to Canada's dairy, poultry, 
and egg markets. Combined with other agricultural provisions in the agreement, the independent International 
Trade Commission estimates that, as a result of USMCA, U.S. agricultural exports to Canada and the rest of the 
world would increase by $2.2 billion. 

S Enhanced Labor and Environmental Rights: The USMCA makes a number of significant upgrades to NAFTA's 
environmental and labor provisions. Incorporates them into the core of the agreement, and makes them fully 
enforceable, which will help level the playing field for U.S. workers and businesses. 

✓ Addresses Non-Market Practice and Unfair Subsidies: The agreement includes countless rules that directly 
address the pernicious and growing challenge of unfair subsidies and non-market practices that have the 
potential to disadvantage U.S. workers and businesses. These include new and enforceable provisions covering 
state-owned enterprises, currency manipulation, anticorruption, and combatting duty evasion. 

✓ increased Intellectual Property Protections: USMCA dramatically enhances intellectual property protections. It 
contains a modernized, high-standard IP chapter that provides strong and effective protection and enforcement 
of IP rights critical to driving innovation, creating economic growth, and supporting American jobs. 

✓ Strongest Provisions on Digital Trade: The agreement includes a first-of-its-kind chapter on digital trade that - 
among other things - ensures data can be transferred across borders and cracks down on data localization 
measures used to restrict where data can be stored and processed.
